Eugenics Review The Eugenics Review continues to 
appear under the Editorship of Miss K. Lane. The 
Editorial Committee consists of Dr. C. P. Blacker, 
Mr. Aird Whyte, Mr. Cecil Binney, Mr. C. W. Usher, 
Dr. C. O. Carter and the Editor. 


At the expiry of the year’s free subscription of the 
Eugenics ‘Review to American University Libraries, the 
cost of which was met by Dr. Ciarence Gamble of 
Massachusetts, sixty-nine of these Licraries had—at the 
time of writing—placed orders for regular subscriptions. 
The Society is much indebted to Dr. Gamble for his 
initiative and help in this enterprise. 


Occasional Papers The ninth paper in the series, 
entitled Some Aspects of World Population and Food 
Resources, by Lord Simon of Wythenshawe, was pub- 
lished on 24th March, 1955, price 2/6d. 


Promising Families Committee The Promising Fami- 
lies Committee has met four times during the year. The 
questionnaire has been given a trial on friends of members 
of the committee and has been modified in accordance 
with their replies and comments. 


The Society held a meeting at the Conference of 
Educational Associations at University College, London, 
on 30th December, 1954. Sir Charles Darwin, the 
Chairman of the committee, gave an address entitled 
‘The Ascertainment of Promising Families ’’. 


Provisional arrangements have been made to try out 
the committee’s plans of ascertaining promising families 
through nomination by schoolmasters of promising 
children in a rural county in 1955, and in a northern city 
in 1956. It is hoped to bring two or three further areas 
into the survey. 


Grants 


(a) Kent Pediatric Society. The Council made a grant 
of £250 to the Kent Pediatric Society to assist them 
in the publication of their report on an investigation 
into the incidence and causation of health among 
10-11 year old schoolchildren in the Borough of 
Bexley, Kent. This report, entitled A Study in the 
Epidemiology of Health, was published in October, 
1954, 


(b) The Family Planning Association The Council has 
made a grant of £250 for a second year to the 
Family Planning Association for the investigation 
of the properties of bases used in chemical contra- 
ceptives. The Council has also made a grant to 
the Association of a further sum of £200 for testing 
the harmlessness of contraceptives. 


(c) Mass Observation. The Council made a grant of 
£40 to Mass Observation to extend the research 
carried out by Mrs. Judith Hubback on the fertility 
of graduate wives. Mass Observation carried out a 
series of domiciliary visits to married women who 
had not replied to Mrs. Hubback’s questionnaire. 
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(d) International Planned Parenthood Federation. The 
Council made a grant of £250 as a contribution 
towards the expenses of a delegate to the Fifth 
International Conference on Planned Parenthood to 
be held in Tokyo in October, 1955. 


In addition to the above the Council granted a sum 
of £225 (£15 of which was returned) to meet the expenses 
of two delegates to the United Nations Conference on 
World Population and to the Council and Executive 
Committee meetings of the International Planned 
Parenthood Federation, all held in Rome in September, 
1954. (See below.) 


Representation at Conferences Sir Charles Darwin 
and Dr. C. P. Blacker attended the United Nations 
Conference on World Population held in Rome from 
30th August—l0th September, 1954. 


Dr. C. P. Blacker and Mr. Aird Whyte attended the 
Council and Executive Committees of the International 
Planned Parenthood Federation, which directly followed 
this Conference, in their respective capacity of Vice- 
Chairman and Treasurer of the Federation. 


Mrs. Grant Duff represented the Society at the Annual 
Conference of the National Association for Maternal 
and Child Welfare held in London from 30th June— 
2nd July, 1954, and at the Annuai Conference of the 
National Council of Women held in Edinburgh from 
6th—9th July, 1954. 


Representation of the Society on other Organisations 
The Council is represented by Dr. C. P. Blacker and 
Mr. R. Weatherall on the British Committee of the Inter- 
national Union of Family Organisations; by Mr. J. C. 
Trevor on the Joint Committee for Anthropological 
Research and Teaching; by Dr. C. O. Carter on the 
National Council of Social Service; and by Mrs. Grant 
Duff on the following organisations: the National 
Council of Women, the National Association for 
Maternity and Child Welfare, the British Social Biology 
Council and the National Baby Welfare Council. 
Dr. Blacker has continued to be Honorary Secretary of 
the Population Investigation Committee. 


Society’s Premises The Society has continued to 
make ail three rooms on its second floor available, rent 
free, to the International Planned Parenthood Federa- 
tion. 


Library During the past year 39 books have been 
added to the Library by gift or purchase; 164 have been 
borrowed, 45 of them by the National Central Library. 
The Librarian has borrowed 12 books from the National 
Central Library for re-loan to Fellows and Members.

Covenants During the year the total tax recovered 
by the Society by means of subscriptions paid under 
Covenant amounted to £85. 


Accounts for 1954 The Balance Sheet and a State- 
ment of Income and Expenditure for the year to 3lst 
December, 1955, will be found at the end of this Report, 
together with a list of the Society’s Investments. 


During 1954 Income exceeded Ordinary Expenditure 
by £575. Grants were drawn upon to the extent of 
£3,028, leaving a deficit of Expenditure over Income for 
the year of £2,457. 


A schedule of Grants by the Council for special pur- 
poses is set out on the Balance Sheet, and shows that the 
balance of such Grants not drawn at 31st December was 
£2,456, which amount remains available for the purposes 
described. 


The General Fund now stands at £75,855, which 
compares with £77,174 at the end of 1953, and £76,315 
at the end of 1952. 


The retirement, owing to pressure of business, of 
Mr. G. C. R. Eley as Honorary Treasurer is recorded 
with regret, but the Finance Committee is glad to be 
able to retain him as a Member.
